The home will be located in 
the 700 block of 24th Street N.W., 
in the rear of St. Mary’s Episcopal 
Church on 23rd Street. The pro- 
ject is sponsored by the 
Episcopal Diocese of Washing- 
ton. 

The plot of land is now owned 
by the national Capital Housing 
Authority and will be leased to 
the Diocese, for a long term. It 
has a frontage of 183 feet on 24th 
Street and a depth of 122.21 feet 
with a total area of 22,364.21 
square feet. The highest grade of 
this land is now approximately 14 
feet above street level and this 
will be removed to bring the 
grade of the lot to the level of the 
street, as this will be more ap- 
propriate for a senior citizens 
home. After the site has been ex-

However—on August 17...Mayor Walter E. Washington 
announced that he was taking steps to try to achieve a solution to the 
problems surrounding the city’s proposed Residential Permit Park- 
ing program for Georgetown. 

Superior Court Judge Charles W. Halleck issued a preliminary 
injunction the previous week to prevent the program from going into 
effect in Georgetown and three adjacent neighborhoods, as 
scheduled. 7 

The program already is in effect- in four other areas of the District. 

Mayor Washington said he has directed the Office of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel to take whatever legal steps are necessary to bring about 
a rapid resolution of the problem. 

In addition, until the legal issue has been clarified, the program wil 
not be expanded. The program has been approved but not put into 


effect for the Capitol Hill, Sheridan-Kalorama and Foggy Bottom 


areas, and expansion had been approved for the existing programs in 
the Friendship Heights and Walter Reed areas. 

Among the immediate legal steps to be taken will be to file an 
answer to the suit which led to Judge Halleck’s injunction. The 
Office of the Corporation Counsel also will file a motion to assign the 
case to a single judge anda motion for expedited consideration of the 
issue, :

The program does not have to be delayed while the legality of the 
Georgetown area is being resolved.

On the other hand the Dis- 
trict azalea parks in this same 
area are really gone; they just 
don’t have the courage to up and 
die completely. The azaleas are 
badly diseased and by DC’s own 
Statement probably beyond 
helping. They did not get the 
care and feeding that they have 
needed this year and they are 
covered with weeds more often 
than they are neatly maintained. 

We do hope that the District 
will give some attention to the 
areas; replanting colorful shrub- 
bery requiring less maintenance 
than azaleas would be a good 
start. In the meantime weeding 
on a regular basis would surely 
help (it would help if it were 
done without many telephone 
calls from FB residents).
